DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . As indicated previously, the entered Amendments overcome the claim 
objections. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 2 May 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues on page 6 on the arguments that cited "data transfer engine 
702 is not within each of the multiple fixed function unit 106 since the data transfer 
engine is outside the fixed function unit 106, and thus cannot be contained within the 
multiple units as required by claim 16... Baker does not disclose or suggest that each of 
the multiple units of the fixed function unit 106 include^a^^unit 64, since there is only 
one 3D unit 64 and the 3D unit 64 is not included within each of a plurality of units. 
Accordingly, Baker does not disclose or suggest the plurality of second data processing 
units, each including a calculation unit as recited in claim 16." 

It is noted that claim 16 contains no language that would render any of the 
various components of the claimed limitations be within another component of the 
claimed limitations. Examiner is unable to find any suggestion of proximity or specific 
connections in the claim language. 
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Applicant goes on to argue, "Baker cannot be said to disclose or suggest second 
data processing units, each of which includes a selector unit which determines the 
destination of a data transfer from each of the plurality of second data processing units 
according to a link map table. Accordingly, Baker does not disclose or suggest the first 
and second data transfer units recited in claim 16." 

In light of the above, it can be seen that Baker does disclose the first and second 
transfer units recited in claim 16.
